of bis position alluded to a poor unfortunate 
n bis vicinity, known as the "Blno Jean 
tamp." It was merely a reference, but it 
wakened in the mind of a writer now con- 
ected with The Times a desire to know more 
>f the story of the man, and subsequent in- 
uiry has developed a story as thrilling as 
ny that has been made public about tho "Old 
rather Man." 
The story, as picked up from various 


sources, is as follows: "Way back in the thir- 
ies there resided in a town in the northern 
iart of this state a family of the name of 
licks, consisting of John Hicks, a wife, a 
laughter, Jennie, and Dwight, a son. The 
•oung children were given ail the advantages 
icssiblo in those times, for Hicks was a well 
o do farmer and not at nil stingy. He was 
jroudof hischildren, and nothing that money 
:ould buy was wanting to make their lives 
complete. There was one sorrow that dls- 
lurbed the old man, however, and that was 
tho envious nature of his daughter. She em- 
jodied the very principle itself of "getting all 
rou can and keeping all you get" 


There was no charity, no generosity in her 


nature. She would take the belongingsof her 
Brother and without compunction appropri- 
ate them to her own use. Her brother, how^ 
over, was almost diametrically opposite- 
tree hearted and generous to a fault wore the 
fundamental principles tbat underlay his 
nature. This wide divergence of the two was 
the cause of so much trouble between them. 
She grew to bate her brother with unnatural 
hatred, and ho grew bitter and indifferent, 
but was of too happy a nature to acquire the 
aspect of more than f orgetf ulness.

THE ANNEXATION QUESTION. 


Senator Taller Says the Canadian* Fa,- 


»or Union. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Sept. 18.—Consid- 


erable interest is felt here over tbe report 
tbe Senate Committee on Canadian annex- 
ation will make to Congress this Winter. 
Public opinion is equally divided «• to 
whether annexation will be reoommendsd. 
Some o! tbe strongest men in botb Houses 
are ardent advocates of Canadian annexa- 
tion, and .therefore the subject can fight its 
way through Congress under ordinary dis- 
advantages. 
It can be successful even 


though it is handicapped by the refusal of 
tbe Committee to recommend annexation, 
if too strong grounds are not urged against 
tbe proposition. 


Senator Ttller bas, du»ir>g the past Sum- 


mer, mad* o trip through Canada and 
talked with Borne of the statesmen in the 
Dominion. He said to your correspond- 
ent upon bis return to this country: 


"Nearly every man I found in Canada is 


in favor of annexation. Tbe tradespeople 
are especially anxious for it and believe 
tbat the natural tendency of the interests 
of the two countries «te together. 
They 


believe tbat we would receive quite as 
much benefit as themselves, and yet tbey 
are sufficiently selfish to think that they 
would be greatly benefited. I believe that 
if a vote was taken in Canada it would give 
a good round majority in favor of annexa- 
tion. I really think there is more hesita- 
tion on the part of our people than the 
Canadians. 
Old 
Mother England, of 


course, would object, but if Canada would 
take a positive step in our direction I 
think she would relinquish her bold, and 
there would be no difficulty in our coming 
together."

It is of course generally understood that 
all the interest that tbe public owns in the 
land over -which our highways Bass] is simply 
tLciigUtof way. Thelandbelongs, as it did 
before tho rood %vas located, to the several 
estates from which it was taken 
If at any 


time the road is discontinued, the land goes 
back to those estates. 


Plain as this principle is, there are curious 


questions of right arising from time to timo. 
An interesting ono came up in connection 
with fishing rights a few years ago. An 
English road hod crossed a little- stream by a 
ford from a time so early that no one knew 
the beginning of tbe usage. 


In later years when fishing rights became 


valuable, the owners of land along the 
stream made its waters private property, as 
they had a right to do. The ford, however, 
belonged to the public as a thoroughfare. 
Could the traveler cast his line for a fish 
while [passing through the water? Clearly 
this would be an act of trespass. 


But this did notsettle all the points at issue 


before the public yielded. A bridge was built 
over tho stream just below tbe ford. No 
formal discontinuance of ths old passage 
could, however, be obtained. People con- 
tinued to drive through the stream, to the 
serious injury of tho fishing rights above and 
below. 


Naturally the o5=mers of the land tried to 


prevent travel through the water. It was 
contended, on the other part, that tho horses 
were accustomed to drink on their way by 
the ford, and tbat the bathing of their leg! 
in the water refreshed them. These were 
held to be conveniences of travel, and were 
not surrendered by the building of the bridge. 
—Youth's Companion.

The new year is cele- 
brated on tbe first day of Tishri, the sev- 
enth Jewish mouth, and is the greatest of 
Hebrew holidays. The day of atoutment, 
or Yom Kippur, is observed on the tenth 
day of the samt, month. These two days 
are unusually commemorated 
by both 


orthodox end reformed Jews in all parts of 
'the world. 


Tbe Jewish uew year is celebrated by 


services. While all other religious sects 
begin tbe new year with gayetj and mer- 
riment, the Hebrews make the first day of 
the year a penitential day and contemplate 
it as a milestoBo in life's journey. 
Not- 


withstanding the fact that during the en- 
tire twelve months mercantile affairs < n- 
grosa the whole attention of the Hebrew?, 
the two great holidays am the most scrup- 
ulously observed. On New Year's Day the 
Jews present themselves humbly and grate- 
fully at the synagogue and offer prayers of 
gratctnde for past mercies aud earnest en- 
treaties for future blessings. 


Bjth orthodox and reformed Jews cele- 


brate the first day of the new year with 
equal solemity, but tbe Jews belonging to 
the orthodox fiiith keep two days with 
much solemily. 


Tbe day of atonemant is a fust day, be- 


giimog at sundown ou the ninth day of 
Tishri and ending on the tenth day of the 
same month. After the day of atonement, 
on the fifteenth day of Tishri, the feast 
tabernacles of Suocoth is celebrated. 
The 


festival commemorates tha Hebrews' forty 
years of wandering iu tha desert. It is 
one of three Jewish high feats and it lasts 
seven days, the first and last of which are 
voted to services io the synagognos.
